In the regular quarterly summary of 
conditions affecting labor, employment, 
earnings and cost of living in the in- 
dustrial centres of the Commonwealth, 
based upon special reports and com- 
parisons made by agents of the bureau 
the Massachusetts labor bulletin has 
the following for the quarter ending 
with July, as to tabor conditions in 
Lowell: 

Continued improvement is. shown In 
the cotton industry and fhe mills are 
generally running full time and well 
up to full capacity. Cost of stock and 
selling prices of product have each ad- 
vanced. Wages were increased April 1 
about 10 per cent on ithe average and 
aggregate earnings have generally in- 
creased owing ta enlarged employment. 
The outlook is encouraging. In the 
cotton jndustry a small local strike 1s 
reported on account of a disagreement 
as to wages, unsettled at the elose of 
the quarter. In the woolen and worsted 
industry, the demand is now better 
than for several years. The cost of 
wool has increased, but the _ selling 
value of the product remains un- 
changed at present. An increase in 
wages is reported in one of the large 
mills averaging about eight per cent. 

In machines and machinery increased 
production and employment are noted, 
also increased earnings. Cost of stock | 
has increased generally and _ selling 
prices are now rising, but have not ad- 
vanced sufficiently to offset the in- 
creased cost of stock. Advance orders 
will apparently keep the establishments 
running on full time. In the manufact- 
ure of bobbins increased output is re- 
ported. The rates of wages have in- 
creased about 10 per|cent.; the cost of 
materials has risen 12 1-2 per cent.; 
and the selling price of the product has 
advanced 10 per cent. Demand is re- 
ported as being better than for many 
months. Firms reporting for (the final 
week of the preceding quarter and also 
for the final week of the quarter now 
under reviéw show upon the rolls for 
each date respectively, 16,650 and 16,- 
982 persons, a gain of 1.99 per cent. The 
weekly payrolls were respectively $116,- 
920 and $125,074 a gain of 6.97 per cent

CLARET CUP.—Slice two lemons, add quarter 
of a pound of sugar dissolved in a cup of cold 


_ water. Let these ingredients steep for half an 


hour and add a quart of claret, a pint of cham- 
pagne and half a pint of sherry. Shake well to- 
gether and add a great deal of pounded ice. 
Arperican (California) wines are sold reasonably, 
and good brands are available. : 

SWEET CHUTNEY.—Remove the seeds from 
two fresh, green peppers and half a dozen large, 
green tomatoes. Peel and core a dozen ap- 
ples and four. small peeled onions and a ctipful 
of seeded raisins. "These ingredients must all be 
chopped very fine, either separately or together, 
and mixed with two cupfuls of brown sugar, two 
tablespo@ifuls each of dry mustard and salt and 
@ quart of the best vinegar, It is just as well to 
put half the quantity of mustard in at first, then 
when it is all mixed together you can’ add’ as 
much more as you consider it requires. Put in a 
porcelain lined kettle and let slowly come to 
boil, frequently stirring. It must boil an hour 
slowly. Take great care to prevent scorching. 


Put into very small, jars, since very little can be 
used at one time.

ANCHOVY SANDWICHES.—Chop four boiled 
eggs very fine, sprinkle over them a teaspoonful 
of onion juice, then add four tablespoonfuls of 
olive oil, one of tarrogon vinegar and an even 
teaspoonful of salt; rub the whole as smooth as 
possible. Cut the bread in thin slices, spread 
each slice with this mixture, then place small 
pieces of prepared anchovies over one-half the 
slices, pnt the two slices together, ‘cut into 
squares or diamond shapes, and they are ready to 
werve. 

JUNKET.—One quart. One tablespoonful of 
rennet, three tablespoontuls of sugar, one tea- 
spoonful of vanilla. Warm the milk slightly, add 
the sugar and vanilla and stir until the sugar is 
dissolved; add the rennet wine, stir it quickly 
and turn at once into the dish in which it is to 
be served. It may be then lifted (carefully) to a 
cold place. Serve, very cold, with sugar and 
cream.

RUSSIAN PUNCH.—Use mixed tea for this 
drink. Make the tea by allowing freshly boiled 
water to draw on the tea leaves in the proportion 
of two teacups of water to one teaspoonful of 
tea leaves, When the tea is drawn, drain off the 
leaves into a clean, covered, porcelain jug. Let 
it stand on the ice for several hours. When about 
to use, allow to each goblet of tea the juice of 
half a lemon, Sweeten well and add a glass of 
champagne. 

POTTED CHICKEN.—Take cold roast chicken, 
rejecting the skin and sinews, chop fine, and to 
every pint allow, half cup of chopped ham or 
tongue. Put the”bones left from the chicken into 
a saucepan, add one pint of cold water and boil 
down to less’ than a half pint. Strain and re- 
move the fat. Pound the chicken, ham or tongue 
to a smooth paste, adding a little of the liquor to 
moisten; seasdn with, cayenne, nutmeg and a ta- 
blespoonful of melted butter, put it into small 
jars or pots and press down tightly. Cover the 
jars, same as for fish, stand the jars in a baking 
pan half full of water and bake half an hour; 
then take out, remove the cloth and paste, press 
the meat down again and cover with meted but- 
ter. Tie with bladder or tissue paper moistened 
with white of egg and keep in a dry, cool place, 
and it will keep fcr months. Fresh beef’s tongue, 
cold roast veal, cold boiled or roast mutton, bam 
and smoked tongue may all be potted thus.

BEEFSTEAK PUDDING. 

Remove all strings and fibre from one- 
half of a pound of beef suet and chop it 
very fine, sprinkling over it a teaspvon- 
fu) or so of flour to prevent it sticking to 
the knife. Into a mixing bow] put one 
quart of sifted flour and one-half of a 
teaspoonful of salt, add the chopped suct 
and mix it with the dry flour; then add, 
a little at a time, sufficient ice water to 
mix a stiff paste, handling it as little as 
possible, Turn it out on a floured board 
and roll it out one-half of an inch in 
\hickness. Fit it into a deep earthen 
bow! without stretching the paste, and 
trim off around the edges. Cut Ove 
pound and a half of round or flank steak 
into inch pieces and season them well 
with pepper and salt; add to them one 
Onion chopped fine, and such other sea- 
sonings as are desired. Fill the dish 
with the prepared meat and pour Over 
it one cupful of stock; cover with a sheet 
of the paste and press the two crusts 
together, Cover over with a cloth 
dipped in boiling witer and tie down; 
set the bowl in boiling water to within 
three inches of the top of the bow], cover 
closely and boil steadily for three hours, 
repenishing the supply of water as it 
May be necessary. When done, lift from 
the kettle, remove the cloth and let the 
padding stand for five minutes before 
turning it out, in order to lessen the 
danger of its breaking. Lay a garnish 
of white potato croquettes around it. 

TURKEY SCALLOP, 

Pick the meat from the bones of cold 
turkey and chop it fine. Puta layer of 
bread crumbs in the bottom of a buttered 
baking dish, moisten them with a little 
milk, then put ina layer of turkey with 
a little of the filling, ané cut small pieces 
of butter over the top, sprinkle with salt 
and pepper, then another layer of bread 
crumbs, and go On until the dish is near- 
ly full; add a little hot water to the 
gravy left from the turkey and pour 
over it. Then -take two eggs, two table- 
spoonfuls of milk, one of melted butter, 
a little salt, and cracker crumbs to make 
it thick enough to epread on with a 
knife; put bits of butter over it and cover 
with a plate. Bake forty-five minutes. 
About ten minutes before serving re- 
move the plate and let it brown. 


VEGETABLE RAGOUT, 

Clean and scrape enough new carrots 
to fill a pint measure; take the same 
quantity of potatoes and young white 
turnips, cutting them into pieces the size 
of the carrots; One-half of leeks cut fine. 
Cook the carrots in boiling salted water 
for half an hour, the turnips, potatoes 
and leeks for ten minutes. Drain all 
and jn.a frying pan put two tablespoon- 
fus of butter and two of flour. Mix over 
the fire, add one pint of beef stock or 
water and stir untilit thickens. Add one 
level tablespoonful of sugar, one tea- 


Spoonful salt and one-quarter of a tea- 


spoonful of white pepper. Add the veg— 
etabies, cover and simmer for thirty 
minutes, Add one teaspoonful chopped 
parsley and serve, 


ROAST BEEF PIE WITH POTATO 
CRUST. 

Cut up as much of the outside of the 
roast as will half-fill a baking dish the 
size you want. Put this into a stewpan 
‘with some of the gravy, a lump of but- 
ter, a little sliced onion, seasun with 
salt and pepper, and enough water to 
make it plenty moist to cook without 
burning. Let it stew gently, then thick- 
en with a little flour. In the meantime 
boll some potatoes, enough to fill the 
baking dish; mash the potatoes smooth 
with milk, butter and salt. Place the 
meat in the dish, spread the potato 
over it, brush over the top with beaten 
egg, bake untila delicate brown. Serve 
with catsup, or chilli sauce. 


‘ TOMATO JELLY SALAD. 

Ink sauce pan put one-half ofacan of 
tomatoes, one small bay leaf, four 
cloves, one blade of mace, one-half of a 
teaspoonful of salt, one-quarter of a 
teaspoonful paprika, and ten drops of 
onion juice. Simmer, fifteen minutes. 
‘Add one-third of a box ef gelatine which 
has been soaked in one-third of acupful 
of cold water. Stir until dissolved, and 
press through a fine sieve. Add two 
tabiespoonfuls of tarragon vinegar and 
pour into melted moulds, and when 
turned out the center is filled with a 
chicken meat or ce.try salad. 


BAKED INDIAN MEAL PUDDING, 

Boil one pint of milk. Stir in four 
tablespoonfuls ‘of meal, and cook ten 
minutes. Cool it and adda pint of cold 
milk, half a cup of molasses, half a tea- 
spoonful each of salt and cinnamon, and 
two eggs well beaten with half a cup 
ofsugar. Bake ina hot oventwo hours; 
when it has baked half an hour add one 
cup of cold milk, Serve with cream or 
butter. i 
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+ RECIPES FOR THE WEEK, 
By Elisabeth H. Clay. 
RICE AND ALMOND DESSERT. 

Place half a pound of rice in one quart 
of milk, half a teaspoonful of salt, allow 
to cook slowly. When cooked adi two 
tablespoonfuls of butter, one cup of su- 
gar, one-third of a pound of almonds 
pounded to a paste, and the yolksof five 
eggs well-beaten, Butter a mould, 
spreading the butter quite thickly on it. 
Cut some blanched almonds in strips 
and line the mould, When the rice has 
cooled put it carefully in the mould, set 
in a pan of cold water and bake slowly 
foranhour. Theninvert on toa platter 
and pour around a rich fruit sauce and 
serve at once, 

; BUTTERMILK BREAD, 

Heat one quart of buttermilk. Pour 
into it a tablespoonful of sugar. Sift 
into this slowly a quart of flour, stirring 
very thoroughly. Cover it up and let 
stand over night ina warm room. In 
the morning early dissolve a teaspoon- 
ful of soda in a little water and add to 
the batter, with two teaspoonfuls of salt 
and three tablespoonfuls of melted but- 
ter. Beat this well, add gradually one 
and a half quarts of flour,put into a well- 
floured bread pan and knead for twenty 
minutes, Divide into three loaves. Place 
in pans well greased and bake for oné 
hour. 

CORN TIMBALES, 

Grate corn untila pint is grated; beat 
five eggs very light, and add half a tea-~ 
spoonful of salt, a little pepper, four 
tablespoonfuls of cracker crumbs; but- 
ter smal] moulds, set in a panof water 
and bake for twenty'minutes. While bak- 
ing put two tablespoonsful of butter Into 
a sauce pan, add a chopped onion, and 
fry until nicely browned; add three or 
four tomatoes, skinned and gliced;. let 
cook a few minutes, season to taste, and 
when the timbales are.done invert on a 
hot platter and pour the tomato around 
them. + 

DATE PIB. 

Line the plate with the crust, then put 
an a layer of stoned dates, then a layer 
of apples; pour over this a syrup made 
of a cupful of sugar, a tablespoonful of 
dry flour stirred into thé sugar and 
enough bofling water to make a syrup; 
add a teaspoonful of vanilla; bake with 
a top crust. 

DATE WHIP. 
~ Beat. the whites of five eggsivery stiff. 
Cook half a cupful of dates in a little 
water until tender, cut in two an@ mix 
thorough!y with a half a cupful of gu- 
gar into which hag been sifted a quarter 
of a teaspoonful of cream of tartar. Stir 
the whites vf the eggs into this a little 
at atirie until all is well beatenin; pour 
into a; buttered pudding dish and bake 
for fifteen minutes. Serve either hot or 
cold, with whipped cream, 
SALMON CROQUETTES. 

Drain one can of salmon, mash it fine, 
add two eggs well beaten, four table- 
spoonfulg of melted butter, one and a 
third cupfuls of powdered cracker, and 
try a delicate brown in deep fat. Serve 
with the following sauce. 

SAUCH POR GROQUETTES. 

Put the yiks off two eggs in a deep 
plate and gradually add ealad oil drop 
by drop, beating all the time until like 
cream; add a few drops of lemon juice, 
add-more ofl until thick again, beating 
constantly. Whém enough has been 
made set in a cool place. When needed 
carefully thin with lemon juice until 
like thick cream, salt to taste, add a 
tabiespoOnful or more of finely chopped 
cucumber pickle, Serve ina small but- 
ter plate beside each piate. 

UMLITY JUDDING. 

Soak one pint of stale bread, any pieces 
of cake, doughnuts or cookies, inenough 
warm milk to cover; add one beaten egg 
to every pint, also ome-half cup sugar, 
a teaspoonful of butter, one-half tea- 
spoonful of vanilla; beat all in fine 
crumbs; butter a pudding dish well, add 
two teaspoonfuls of cocoa, turn into the 
dish and bake until set. Serve with 
chocolate sauce, 

CHOCOLATE SAUCE. 

Stir into a half cup’ of sugar one table- 
spoonful of chocolate, one tablespoon- 
ful of corn starch, mix thoroughly, add 
one cup of boiling water, one teaspoonful 
of vanilla, one large spoonful of butter. 
Put on the stove and cook until creamy. 
Serve hot. 

CHEESE CREAM TOAST. 

Toast ten slices of baker's bread, cover 
them lightly with grated cheese, lay on 
a hot platter; heat a pint of milk, stir 
two tablespoonfuls of flour in a little 
cold milk, stir fres from lumps; add to 
the hot milk; add ons tablespoonful of 
butter; when thickened pour over the 
toast and serve hot. 

WHEAT WITH DATES. 

A few minutas before the cerezi is to be 
served stir in half a cupful of stoned 
dates. Serve with cream and sugar. 

CROUTONS. 

Cut slices of bread about half an inch 
thick and remove the crusts; cut into 
any shape desired, round, oval or square,

Renovated. 


The childrenwhd attend Andover 
public schools will be welcomed next 
Monday to very attractive quarters in 
most parts of the town. 

Not for many years have all of the 
school buildings received such a careful 
over hauling, and while there is much to 
do to some of the out district buildings 
to bring them up to the standard of neat- 
ness and attractiveness set by the more 
important school buildings, they are all 
in excellent condition and readiness for 
the fall opening. 

Townsman readers will be interested 
to know about the important improve- 
ments, which are noted in the following: 


At the Centre School Houses, 


The enjoyable lawn party of last June 
has borne its fruit at the Stowe School- 
house in renovated and decorated walls, 
largely paid for through the efforts of 
the teachers and scholars, the balanve 
being a cheerful appropriation on the 
part of the school committee, A 
thorough cleaning, and minor repairs in- 
side and out have. also contributed to 
make the building very attractive for 
teachers and scholars, to begin another 
year’s work in. The interior decorating 
has been done by A. W. Caldwell. 

At the John Dove schoolhouse there has 
been but little done save to, clean and 
brighten the interior, and~repair the 
concrete around the building. ; 

At the Punchard School, the most im- 
portant improvement has been a new 
equipment of furnaces to replace those 
long in_use there... The large Howard 
has been put in by W. H. Welch & Co. 


The Village School Houses. , 


At the Abbott Village schoolhouse, a 
start has been made on the new playground 
in the rear and while it,is only a start, it 
causes a promise of a very attractive 
backyard some day. A new concrete 
walk has been laid to the front door, and 
the yard otherwise beautified. 

At Frye Village, the most extensive 
work of the year has been done. ‘The 
policy of the committee to take one out- 
side school building each year and 
change its poorly-heated-by-wood interior 
into a furnace heated and ventilated 
room, has reached this building this year, 
and a thorough job of heating and in- 
terior decorating is the result. The 
putting in of a furnace necessitated a 
cellar, and the work and the attendant 
carpentering have been carefully looked 
after by Hardy & Cole. The furnace isa 
Howard trom W. H. Welch & Co.; the 
painting and decorating is the work of 
K, J. Kowe. The plumbing is by Geo. 
Saunders, and a new concrete walk by 
Bailey & Chase finishes the list of work 
here. And the list combined, now makes 
this building one of the most attractive 
in the town. 


The District School Houses. 


The Ballardvale school was renovated 
inside last year, and needed but little 
this year in the way of repairs. The 
district school-buildings have all had 
their thorough cleanings, and where 
needed, repairs have been made. The 
enly sehbor , house to have none than 
minor repairs, is the West Centre.

The Lawrence and Andover firemen 
played a game of baseball which afforded 
many spectators much amusement, In 
the forenoon the Whittier Club tennis 
tournament with  Ballardvale players 
Was Witnessed by many enthusiasts. 

Wheelmen found the day a splendid 
one for riding, but it was the wiser ones 
who rode north in the morning and con- 
sequently south when homeward bound. 
Those who took a spin to Boston in the 
forenoon fairly blew, but the trip home 
was a hard, long pull because of the 
strong northwest wind. 

The beaches were well patronized by 
Andover people Monday and notafew 
went as far as Groveland to view the 
wreck of the steamer Merrimac, which 
struck a rock Saturday evening and 
sunk, after two hundred or more passen- 
gers had been safely landed.

In August, 1894, the smallest’ 
number were employed, 1921; and in 
April, 1895, the largest number, 2058, 
divided as follows: males regularly em- 
ployed 1323, females 725; males specially 
employed 8, females 2. 

In the same census year, May 1894 to 
April. 80, 1805, the unemployed in .And- 
over numbered in May, 16 males and 7 
females; in June, 18 males and 7 females; 
in July, 19 males and 7 females; in Aug- 
ust, 55 males and 29 females; in Septem- 
ber, 17 males and 5 females; in October, 
21 males and 5 females; in November, 40 
males and 4 females; in December, 57 
males and 3 females; in January, ’95, 60 
males and 2 females; in February, 54 
males and 2 females; in March, 35 males 
and 2 females; and in April, 8 males and 
2 females. . 

The total number of citizens who could 
not be classified as employed or unem- 
ployed was 4150 in May; 4149 in June, 
4145 in July, 4140 in August, 4133 in Sep- 
tember, 4126. in October, 4121 in Novem- 
ber, 4119 in December, 4114 in January, 
4105, in February, 4100 in March, 4067 in 
April. Of that number in each month 
between 2000 and 3000 were females. 

Throughout the state it may be inter- 
esting to note, at this point, the smallest 
number of employed was in August 1894, 
the number being 816,197 and the largest 
number in April 1805, the number being 
879,307, 

The table showing the comparative 
employment shows that the greatest 
number of persons in Andover being in 
April 1895, when the number was 2058 
and the smallest number in August 
when the number was 1921, the compara- 
tive decrease amounts to 137. There 
was a comparative increase in the num- 
ber of persons unemployed. 'The small- 
est number out of work was in April 
when there were 20, and the greatest 
number in August, 84, making the com- 
parative increase U4. There were 1831 
persons employed continuously through- 
out the ceusus year. Those irregularly 
employed numbered 244, The inquiry 
was inapplicable to 4057 during the cen- 
sus year and applicable to 2078, making 
the total population 6145, 

According to the figures the per cent 
of those continuously employed was 
88.11; of those continuously unemployed 
-15; of those irregularly employed 11.74. | 
The percentage of the population coy- | 
ered by the inquiry was 33.82 and the 
percentage of persons to whom the in- 
quiry was not applicable was 66.18.

JUDGE WILLIAM H. CLARK. 


William Hovey~ Clark, Judge of the. 
Superior Court of California, died at Los. 
Angeles June 26, and was buried at And- 
over August 30. He was thirty-nine 
years old, 

Although bern in Melrose, Mass., 
Judge Clark was really an Andover boy, 
His father, John Hobart Clark, and his’ 


mother, Emily Peters, were born in the 


North Parish of Andover; theold home- 
stead of his mother’s family was loved by’ 
him as the place where the happiest days| 
© f his boyhood were passed, and to it his 
thoughts of home always turned. 

A brother in New York and two 
brothers and a sister in North Andover 
survive him. : 

From many eulogies in California 
papers, the following from the Los An- 
geles Record of June 27 perhaps best 
represents the man: 


A FAITHFUL SERVANT GONE TO 
‘ HIS REST. 


“By the death of Judge William Hovey 
Clark, Los. Angeles loses not only an able 
and upright jurist, but a citizen whom 
she delighted to honor. When he was 
appointed to fill the unexpired term of 
Judge Gardiner ini, 1888, Judge Clark 
was by far the youngest man that had 
ever sat on the superior bench of Los 
Angeles county. But his great qualifica- 
tions as a jurist were so apparent from 
the outset that his nomination and sub- 


sequent election to the superior bench | 


were forgone conclusions. 

While the attorneys and other citizens 
of Los Angeles are paying tributes to the 
dead jurist, who honored what can be 
made a noble profession, it is surely not 
unbecoming to draw afew lessons from 
the career of the honest man who has 
just been called from us. 

A man of unquestioned integrity and 
of severe impartiality, there was never a 
breath of scandal against. the name of 
Judge Clark. In a state like California, 
where the Southern Pacific and other 
corporations notoriously dominate politi- 
cal conventions, there was never a blot, 
on the name of this honest jurist. 
Neither the Southern Pacifie nor any 
other corporation had’ strings on the 
faithful public servant, who, although 
grappling with death for years, has al- 
ways done his duty with the honesty of | 
purpose that should govern. all pablic 
officials. 

Judge Clark’s reputation was not con- 
tined tothe southern portion of the state. 
The good name of a judge who combines 
extraordinary ability with honesty 
spreads rapidly. In 1804 Judge Clark | 
was one of the leading candidates for 
nomination to the supreme bench, But 
the Republican convention of 1894 was 
notoriously under the domination of the 
Southern Pacific. 

That Judge Clark would have graced 
the supreme bench there can be no 
doubt. But it is perhaps fortunate that 
he fell a victim to machine politics and 
that he was compelled to remain in the 
south. His frail constitution could 
never have borne the comparative rigors 
of the northern climate. 

As it is, the dead jurist has attained a 
sweeter fruition than any earthly honor, . 
for he dies leaving behind him the repu- 
tation of,an honest man, who turned 
neither to the right nor to the left, but | 
did his duty as it was interpreted to him : 
by the light of the intellect. that God had’! 
given him. 

And now that he has gone to his rest, 
he certainly leaves .memories that will 
not soon be forgotten — the memories of 
a faithful, honest, intelligent perfor- | 
mance of publie duties.”

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ABOUT METERS. 


The water board met Tuesday fore- 
noon and settled the meter question 
which had been a bone of contention 
for some time. + 

President Robjnson was“in the chair 
and all the members were present ex- 
cept Mr, Knowles when the meeting 
was-opened. Mr. Desmond left before 
all the business had been transacted 
however. 

It will be remembered that Mr. Des- 
mond was the one who criticized Supt. 
Salisbury for soliciting bids for meters 
from only four manufacturers making 
the claim that other manufacturers 
make a meter which costs less but 
which serves the purpose just as well, 

Because of Mr. Desmond's objection 
therefore, the matter was laid over a 
month to give Mr. Desmond a chance 
ito notify the superintendent of a me- 
ter which he preferred. 

When the matter was brought up 
today Supt. Salisbury announced that 
Mr. Desmond had not consulted him 
at all in regar® to cheaper meters since 
his statement made at the last meeting. 
The superintendent also stated ‘that he 
needed meters badly over sixty service 
pipes having been put in lately for 
which the department had no meters. 

‘President Robinson brought the 
matter up when Mr Desmond was pres- 
ent but he left without waiting to take 
action, 


For nearly an hour the board dis- 
cussed the question and finally on mo- 
tion of Mr. O'Neil it was unanimously 
voted to purchase an equal number 


of meters from each of the four bidders 
as the prices are all the same and the 
quality just as good in the opinion of 
Supt. Salisbury. Mr. O'Neil prefaced 
his motion with a statement that he 
thought it would be fairest to give all 
the competitors an equal portion of the 
meters since there was no difference in 


price, He said further ‘that in his 
opinion action ought to be taken at the 
present meeting. At’ first he had 


thought Mr. Desmond should be given 
further opportunity to furnish infor- 
mation about cheaper meters but it 
seemed that as long as Ke had not ac- 
cepted the opportunity already given 
him there could be no objection to go- 
ing ahead. In consequence of the action 
Supt. Salisbury will purchase 50 meters 
each of the Nash, Thompson, Hersey 
and Trident makers. 

The board approved the monthly bills. 
It was voted to grant ‘the petition of 
the Lawrence Gas company for water 
pipes to the compnay’s new plant on 
the South canal. It was also voted 'to 
lay pipe on Greewood and Coolidge 
streets.

John Aslehe’s one hun- 
dre and sixty-six pounds (166); and 
of bullets four hundred and twenty- 
eight pounds (428); and of flints thir- 
teen pounds wanting an ounce (13). It 
is reported that during the filling up of 
this historic cellar pieces of flint and 
pewter were found.
